The stems are quite tall, although not quite as long as 
those of the May flowering types, the length of stem being sacrificed for 
extra earliness. The flowers, however, are as large and the colors equally 
as wonderful. For the very earliest tulips next spring, this Single Early 
type is the one to plant. The massive blooms are of good heavy substance 
and brilliantly colored. Tulips should be planted from October to Decem- 
ber, so that the tops are 5 inches below the surface, and about 5 inches 
apart.
